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Tue Boox Trape.—The Americans have become the greatest book-pro- 
ducers in the world. More volumes are sold in this country in one year than 
in Great Britain, with much the same population, in five. Where a London 
publisher issues an edition of 1,000, a Philadelphia, New York, or Boston 
publisher would print 5,000. In fact, the number of readers with us is as 
twenty to one as compared with the same class in England. Here the mere 
announcement of a new book by a popular author—nay, the mere announce- 
ment of a book with a catching or popular title—will cause a large edition to 
be ordered in advance. They are more slow across the water. They wait 
to see what the critics say of it before they invest their money in the pur- 
chase. With us, too, almost every book is stereotyped—on the chance of 
continuous demand for it—whereby the cost of production, on a large sale, is 
greatly diminished. Buta London publisher, afraid of the risk, (though 
stereotyping adds less than half to the expense), rarely ventures to put the 
first. edition of a book into stereotype. He prints and sells off one edition, 
and carefully waits to calculate the chances of another being disposed of— 
often losing a large sale by not being able to supply the demand as rapidly as 
the demand arises, He goes to press with a second edition, having the delay 
and extra cost of getting the whole book re-composed in the printing-office, 
and probably, by the time he has the new edition ready, may find that some 
later novelty has supplanted it. An American publisher with his stereotypes, 
would catch the market at the moment the demand arose, and instantly sup- 
ply it. The fact is, London publishers—with the exception of Routledge, 
and one or two go-ahead and cheap re-publishers—are terribly behind-hand 
in their own business. They do things now much as their fathers did some 
thirty or forty years ago. Even Thomas Carlyle, the author, belongs so 
much to theold school, that, for over twenty years, he contented himself with 
selling his works (in editions of 1,000 each) to Chapman & Hall, his publish- 
ers, and going to the expense of having the type re-set foreach reprint! By 
this lumbering process, the high selling price of his books was kept up, and 
their sale kept down. It was only a few months ago that he unwillingly 
consented to have his works produced in a compact form and at a diminished 
price. And, by this process he will obtain more profits from them in one 
year, than he obtained during all the years which have elasped since they 
respectively appeared. 

Were we asked why there are fewer readers in England than in America, 
we would answer, First, because for one person who can read in “the old 
country,” twenty persons can read among us. Thanks to our generally-dif- 
fused and well-grounded education, almost every American, male, or female, 
ean read. Hence, the immense circulation of our newspapers, as compared 
with newspapers in other countries. A second reason why we have more 
readers is very practical—books are very cheap here, very costly abroad. 
A book which sells for a dollar here would cost from five to seven dollars in 
London. Here, therefore, every person buys books. In England most people 
who are not rich only hire them. ‘Two-thirds of the first edition of an Eng- 
lish book are purchased by the circulating libraries, which hire out the books 
at remunerating yearly subscriptions, or, to casual customers. at the rate of 
six to twelve cents a volume. Generally speaking, the run of private book- 
buyers in England do not usually purchase a work which they intend to read 
vay once from curiosity. 

What are called “ trade sales,” among publishers, are held on both sides 
of the water. In England, a publisher, who has several forth-coming works, 
invites the leading members of the trade to dinner, (usually at the Albion 
tavern, in Aldersgate-street,) and, after he has duly turtled and iced-punched 
them, venisoned and champagned them, roast-beefed and ported them, plum- 
puddinged and madeiraed them, he hands around specimens of his books, and 
offers them at a certain discount under the trade price, each of his guests 
ordering or “ subscribing ” (as it is eailed) for as many copies as he may re- 

uire. The copies on hand of previously published books (called “ remain- 
pe ”) are disposed of, at the same time, in like manner. Sometimes two or 
three publishers, not very largely in business, unite in giving the dinner, and, 
as the way to John Bull’s heart is through his stomach, the operation usually 
succeeds. ‘ 

With us the matter is much the same, even down to the dinners. The 
trade sales take place in the spring and autumn of each year, a regular 
auctioneer officiating, and are as yet limited, we believe, to Philadelphia and 
New York. In the latter place the next sale will commence on September 
8th, and that useful and well-conducted journal, the New York Publish- 
ers’ Circular, informs us that “the catalogue is one of the largest ever issued, 
and includes the names of most of the principal publishers in the Union; 
the lots are very liberal, offering favorable opportunities to buyers, and 
several modifications, as suggested at a meeting held during the spring sale, 
have been made in the regulations. An especially interesting and novel fea- 
ture on the approaching occasion will be the public display of specimen 
volumes, to which a majority of cont:ibutors have consented. In order that 
buyers may have abundant time and convenience for ascertaining the par- 
ticular description of books mentioned in the catalogue, it has been deter- 
mined, in accordance with a very general desire, to furnish sufficient accom- 
modation in the sales-room to exhibit at least 12,000 volumes, and from 
present indications this capacity will uot be more than sufficient.” 

It adds: “ It will be remembered that specimen volumes must include not 
only copies of each separate work, but of each separate work in its different 
bindings.” At the New York sale, the Cireu/ar further tells us, the Philadel- 

hia publishers figure as follows: J. B. Lippincott & Co. have entered three 
Pundbed and sixty-nine lots, and will exhibit seven hundred different speci- 
men volumes, T. B. Peterson, one hundred lots and six hundred and eighty- 
four specimens. W. P. Hazard, two hundred and fifty-two and five hundred 


and twenty-one. E, H. Butler & Co., one hundred and ten lots, composed of 











one hundred and sixty volumes, in fine bindings. Jesper Harding & Son, 
lot of Bibles in seventy-five different styles in 4to., and Blanchard & Lea, in 
whose contributions are as many as one hundred and forty-four volumes of 
standard medical works. To show the extent of the dealings, we have to say 
that, at trade prices, the invoice of Phillips, Sampson & Co. amounts to nearly 
$60,000. 

The forty-ninth Philadelphia trade sale, (including books, stationery, 
paper, blank books, ete.,) will commence on Monday, September 2Ist, and 
the mere eatalogue fills an S8vo. volume of 384 pages. It includes books 
offered for sale, to “‘the trade,” by one hundred and one publishers, from 
various parts of the Union—principally Philadelphia, Boston, and New York 
—and stationery from thirteen wholesale houses. Making a rapid summary 
of this catalogue, we perceive that Philadelphia send~ forty contributors to 
this sale; New York, thirty-nine; Boston, fourteen ; London, (in England,) 
Hartford, and Salem, three each; Albany, two; while Louisville, (Ky.,) 
Springfield, Dayton, (Ohio,) New Haven, Baltimore, Hallowell, Williamsburg, 
Lancaster, Reading, and Knoxville, (Tenn.,) respectively contribute one. The 
publishers who oceupy the most space in the catalogue are the Appletons, of 
New York; Phillips, Sampson & Co., of Boston; J. B. Lippincott & Co, ; 
Leavitt & Allen, Derby & Jackson, Harpers, and Stringer & Townsend, of 
New York; Gould & Lincoln, of Boston; and T. B. Peterson, W. P. Hazard, 
Parry & MeMillan, Blanchard & Lea, and Lindsay & Blakiston, of this city. 

The sale will oceupy several days, and the goods disposed of will realize 
a very considerable amount indeed. When the accounts shall be made up, 
we ma¥ be able to state the results. —Philadelphia Press. 


Deatu of Rurvs W. Griswotp.—Rufus Wilmot Griswold died at his resi- 
dence in New York city on Thursday, aged 42. Tle had been i'l for a long 
while, and the fatal termination was not unexpected. He was born in Rut- 
land Co., Vt., in 1815. The early years of his life were given to travel. 
When quite young he married, and soon after his marriage eutered upon the 
profession of a man of letters. His first conspicuous literary enterprise was 
in New York, where he associated himself with Mr. Greeley in the conduct of 
the New Yorker—a weekly half-literary and half-newspaper, which expired 
about the year 1841. After this he aided Park Benjamin and Epes Sargent 
in the conduct of the Brother Jonathan and the New World, both of which 
papers had a large success and were then esteemed novelties in literature. 
It was about this period, also, that he published a small volume of poems, 
During his residence in New York, in 1840, Dr. Griswold became much inter- 
ested in the cau-e of poor debtors. In the winter of 1842, he accepted the 
position of Editor of Graham’s Monthly Magazine, and removed his residence 
to Philadelphia. In 1842, the first of Dr, Griswold’s admirable Histories of 
American Literature was issued from the Philadelphia press, and the warm 
reception which awaited the Poets and Poetry, led to the production of 
another work of a similar character, the Poets and Poetry of England in the 
Nineteenth Century, published in 1844. Two years afterwards (1846) ap- 
peared a third volume, the second of the American series, entitled The Prose- 
Writers of America. In 1848, the Female Poets of America, a work similar 
to the three volumes which preceded it, was issued. The Sacred Poets of 
England and America was a later publication, edited by Dr. Griswold, but 
bearing fewer indications of his peculiar genius. In the year 1847, he en- 
gaged (residing still in Philadelphia), in the preparation of a series of Biogra- 
phies, one entitled Washington and the Generals of the American Revolu- 
tion; the other, Napoleon and the Marshals of the Empire. He also pre- 
pared, about this time, an Appendix to the American edition of D’Israeli’s 
Curiosities of Literature, wrote numerous miscellaneous magazine articles, 
and prepared elaborate newspaper criticisms with an industry that was per- 
fectly indefatigable. In 1850, having resumed his residence in New York, he 
projected the lr ternational Monthly Magazine. 

The latest complete work from his pen was his Republican Court; or, 
American Seciety in the Days of Washington 

A number of unfinished works are left by Dr. Griswold. Besides the 
Life of Washington, which he did not live to complete, he had nearly ready 
for the press an Essay on the Introduction of Printing into the Middle Colo- 
nies, and our early Early Printers. He was actively engaged, when interrupted 
by his last illness, in completing the revision of The Republican Court, a new 
edition of which was to have been soon published, with important additions. 
He had also in progress new editions of all his works on the History of Lit- 
erature, and had completed a thorough revision of the Poets and Poetry of 
America. 

The New York TJimes in a Notice of the deceased says :— 

“In personal appearance, Dr. Griswold was above the medium height— 
spare, light-complexioned, with hazel eyes and dark brown hair. He had a 
laugh that was contagious, a voice that was pleasant, and a manner pecu- 
liarly earnest. In social circles he was full of life, overflowing with anecdote, 
and given toa joke. No better dinner companion could be found than he 
In the pulpit his manner was sedate, with no affectation of solemnity, and 
his discourses were orthodox and able. A v« lume of his sermons, and a dis- 
course on philosophy have been published. Ile had enemies as every man 
must have, and some degree of scandal attached to his matrimonial relat ons; 
but he defended himseif with vigor, and replied in pamphlet publications to 
charges that were urged against him. It is not necessary to revive the mem- 
ory of scenes in private life which have been brought only too prominently 
before the public. Dr. Griswold was three times married. Three children 
survive him, the youngest a boy, and still in infaney.—Boston Post. 


The second instalment of Dr. Barth’s Travels in Africa has just been pub- 
lished at Gotha, 
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Tur Lrrerary Wortp—Its Sayines anp Doincs.—The fag-end of the season 
has had some spirit and liveliness infused into it by the sudden and eurious 
eruption of spontaneous combustion, in which Mr, Charles Dickens, Mr. 
Charles Reade, the Edinburgh and the Saturday Reviews, are mingled with 
all the dazzling confusion of the colored fires in a 4 ‘atherine wheel. The 
quietly-admiring-absorbed in-feelings-of-deep veneration-readers of Household 
Words (to use a mild Germanism) will be amazed to find their great high 
priest stepping out of the mysterious anonymous which, generally speaking, 
so successfully drapes him, and standing forth to do open battle for name and 
fame wiih the ruthless magnates of the Edinburgh Review. The spectacle 

of an individual author showing fight to a Quarterly Reviewer is of itself 
somewhat suggestive of that author’s power and consequence; for such is 
the divinity that doth hedge a Quarterly Reviewer, that, from the foundation 
of that ponderous piece of literary artillery until now, but few have been 
found bold enough to withstand his dogmas. Awful is the reviewer upon the 
daily press in the eyes of unfledged authors; still more terrible the Minos of 
weekly criticism ; a deeper shade of venerable mystery shrouds the monthly 
reviewer from the eyes of all who do not frequent the reading-room at the 
British Museum; but more awful still, more terrible, and oh! how much 
more mysterious is the undefined somebody who takes three months to make 
up his mind, and utters his oracles but four times perannum. Lord Brougham 
said that it was a foolish thing to bandy words with a newspaper—and so it 
is; but the folly of contravening a Quarterly Review is only to be calculated 
by using the number of daily papers which appear in the quarter as a mul- 
tiple ; for such a reviewer gains a progressive power in proportion to the in- 
frequency of his speech. Non cuivis hominum, therefore, is it to achieve this 
“ deed of derring do ; ” forit is not every man that has an influential journal, 
with his own name written across every page, and a majority of the public 
to back him. 

As our readers will recall to mind, we lately had occasion to refer to the 
notable discovery made by the writers in the Saturday Review, that novel- 
ists and writers of fiction had no business to occupy themselves with matters 
of social or political importance, but must be content to confine themselves to 
the composition of amusing stories. This notion (which was probably bred 
in the brain of some staunch Conservative after taking a little too much port 
wine, and under the influence of the indignation excited by a clever number 
of Punch, as Punch used to be written) was set afloat, we believe, by the 
Edinburgh R view, in an article headed with the taking title, “‘ The License 
of Modern Novelists.”. The Saturday Review followed suit, and developed 
the notion with some ingenuity, giving at the same time a fine specimen of 
the writer’s fitness to judge in literary matters, and of his general sense of 
good breeding, and the laws of taste, by calling Mr. Charles Dickens “ the 
greatest buffoon of society.” In the current number of Ilousehold Words 
Mr. Dickens himself takes the field; not, of course, against the Saturday Re- 
view (which he very rightly holds to be impar congressus Achilli), but against 
his more gigantic assailant the Edinburgh Reviewer. The gravamen of the 
charge against Mr. Dickens is that, in attacking the official system in the 
Government offices, he has stepped out of his place as a novelist. This is the 
offence which entitles those comfortable officials who are enabled by sinecu- 
rative emoluments to cultivate literature to the level of becoming Edinburgh 
Reviewers, to call him over the coals, and which authorizes impudent aca- 
demic cubs, prowling round Downing street in the hope of an official bone, to 
assail him with the epithet “ buffoon.” 

As Mr. Dickens himself puts it: “ The reviewer is angry with Mr. Dickens 
and other modern novelists, for not confining themselves to the mere amuse- 
ment of their readers, and for testifying in their works that they seriously 
feel the interest of true Englishmen in the welfare and honor of their country. 
To them should be left the making of easy occasional books for idle young 
gentlemen and ladies to take up and lay down on sofas, drawing-room tables 
and window-seats; to the Edinburgh Review should be reserved the settle- 
ment of all social and political questions, and the strangulation of all com- 
plainers. Mr. Thackeray may write upon Snobs, but there must be none in 
the superior government departments, There is no positive objection to Mr. 
Reade having to do, in a platonie way, with a Scottish fishwoman or so; but 
he must by no means connect himself with prison discipline. That is the in- 
alienable property of official personages ; and. until Mr. Reade can show that 
he has so much a year, paid quarterly, for understanding (or not understand- 
ing) the subject, it is none of his, and it is impossible that. he ean be allowed 
to deal with it.” Yes, that is to be the penalty for having dared to at- 
tack the castle of the Giant Red-tape, that inearnation of official greed, offi 
eial indolence and official ineapacity—an offence which suffices to draw upon 
their devoted heads every oceupant of the Cireumlocution Office in esse or in 
posse, the one class as represented by the Edinburgh, and the other by the 
Saturday Review. F 

Intending to oppose “a clincher” (as the Yankees would say) to Mr. 
Dickens’ charges against the Cireumlocution Office, the Edinburgh Reviewer, 
with an air of triumphant indignation, asks him to aecount for the rise and 
progress of Mr. Rowland Hill; and this very curious request has been 
granted by Mr. Dickens with the greatest good-nature. He has accounted for 
Mr. Rowland Hiil, and that in a manner which proves that, it his case is the 
best one, which the Cireumlocution Office can produce, their ease is a hard 
one indeed. Mr. Rowland Hill was opposed and thwarted and denied by the 
Cireumlocution Office as long as that institution could possibly hold out, and 
he only conquered by the sheer foree of British pluck. *‘ If,” says Mr. Dickens 
8 he had not had, in the st ruggles of his career, steadfastness of purpose over- 
riding all sensitiveness and steadily staring grim despair out of countenance, 
the Cireumlocution Office would have made a dead man of him long and long 
ago.” Why, just so. We thought that everybody knew the difficulties with 











which Mr, Rowland Hill had to contend before he could make his penny 
postage clear to the official mind. 

One little matter Mr, Dickens clears up with reference to “ Little Dorritt,” 
in which we feel ourselves to some degree implicated. Not following the 
lead of any one else, but simply from the guidance of our own judgment, we, 
among others, have accused Mr. Dickens of borrowing the catastrophe which 
brings “ Little Dorritt ” to a close from an accident in Tottenham-court-road. 
This theory Mr. Dickens rejects so positively, and supports his assertion by 
proof so unanswerable, that nothing remains to be done but to retract the 
accusation. “Mr. Dickens,” writes he himself, “now publicly declares on 
his word and honor, that that catastrophe was written, was engraven with 
steel, was printed, had passed through the hands of compositors, readers for 
the press, and pressmen, and was in type and in proof, in the printing house 
of Messrs. Bradbury & Evans, before the accident in Tottingham-court-road 
occurred.” There is certainly no way of contradicting an assertion so direct; 
but we must confess that we do not quite see Mr. Dickens’s sequitur, that 
“an honorable reviewer might have easily traced this out in the internal 
evidence of the book itself.” Even armed with this assurance of Mr. Dickens 
we are quite unable now to trace it out. We have gone over the ground 
once more, and have marked the creakings and the groanings, the mysterious 
fear and shuddering about this house, its crazy and rotten state, and yet we 
do not see why all this should necessarily lead to a sudden demolition in this 
manner. The noises might have been devices on the part of Flintwitch to 
awe the terror stricken Afferey into subjection; or, they might have been 
used by that artful person to increase the morbidness of Mrs. Clenman’s 
mind ; or they might have been premonitory of an earthquake ; or even the 
might have been accounted for by the discovery of some subterranean hid- 
ing-place for smugglers, whence might issue deadly enemies to Blandois, 
sworn to compass his death in satisfaction of an inexpiable vendetta. All 
these catastrophes are quite as much suggested by the symptoms referred to 
by Mr. Dickens as that which he actually made use of; but, so far, at least, 
as the fact of originality is concerned, his express statement puts an end to 
the argument.—London Critic.

“Count,” or “ Baron,” or “Lord,” upon his card, when they are “not at 
home” to plain “ Mr.” The value of a good title-page is great, therefore, 
A man might positively be induced to read an entire ‘‘ Blue-book” in folio, 
or a volume of German metaphysics, under the temptations of a title-page,
